The Cincinnati Decision. 

The decision of the: Superior Court of 
Cincinnati on the constitutionality of the 
famous Ferguson bill is a triumph for 
those who believe, with Burxs, that any- 
thing is law which is confidently asserted 
and plausibly maintained. Our readers 
are aware that a suit was recently brought 
for an injunction against the city of Cin- 
cinnati and the trustees of the Southern 
road—the petition reciting the act of the 
General Assembly of Ohio, passed May 
4 1869, authorizing the appomtment of 
commiséstoners, the construction of the 
Southern road, and the issumg of bonds 
of the city to the amount of $10,000,000 
jor that purpose. 

The constitutional restriction of the 
State of Ohio which was supposed to pro- 
hibit the act authorizing the city to build 
this road provides, “That the General As— 
sembly shall never authorize any county, 
city, town, or township, by a vote ot its 
citizens or otherwise, to become a stock- 
holder in any joint-stock company, corpo- 
ration, or association whatever, or to raise 
money for, or to loan its credit to, or in aid 
of, any such company,corporation, or asso- 
ciation.” 

Notwithstanding this verv plain tunda- 
mental provision, the court found reasons, 
plausible, even ii illogical, many and va- 
rious, for declaring the act in question 
constitutional. ,For, say the Judges, in 
substance, thoush it is granted Cincinnati 
cannot tax her c.iizens, or raise money, to 
make the city a stockholder in, orto aid, 
any such corporation as the one contem- 
plated, yet the city can resolve itselt into 
such a railroad corporation, and thus 
evade, or rather not conflict with, this pro- 
vision. ‘Truly, where there is a will there 
isa way—even a rai!way. We hold the 
judiciary in too high esfeem to insinuate 
that any but legitimate influences had 
weight in forming this opinion. The best 
and wisest judge that ever donned the cap 
may err in his judgment while his heart is 
unmistakably pure and honest. Judicial 
minds may be warped as well as those of 
common mortals. And yet it seems to us 
if it were possible, by constitutional pro- 
vision, to guard against just such an 
act as the Ferguson bill, the one in ques- 
tion is sufficient tor the purpose. 

There are fundamental priaciples in law 
as in physics. For instance, the well-set- 
tled axioms, that the whole is equal to all 


its parts; things which are equal to the 
same thing are equal to each other, &., 
&c., have their counterpart, as near a3 
may be, among legal maxims, as t-vit: 
Things silent are sometimes considered as 
expressed. Where there is the same rea- 
som there is the samelaw. Where the law 
is specia) and the reason of it is general, 
it ought to be taken as being general; and 
where the lesser act is torbidden the greater 


ample, where an individual, or a corpora- 
tion, is commanded or torbidden to do, or 
not to do, a certain specified act, all acts 
ot a like class, though of greater moment, 
or dignity, are even more forcibly com- 
manded or torbidden. A law against 
manslaughter would, «2 necessitate rei, cov- 
er murder; a law against mayhem, by 
every principle of raticcination and com- 
mon sense, 1s a law against any crime ot 
greater magnitude. This is too plain to 
need more than bare mention. And set, 
while the Ohio constiiution plainly forbids 
a city—tor very obvious reasoms—to tax 
her citizens to aid, even, in building a rail- 
road, for example, we are told the city can 
assume the whole burden, and legally go 
to work, levy the tax, and build the road 
herself. In other words, while it is ad- 
mitted that Cincinnati is plainly forbidden 
to take a part of the pig, she can consist- 
ently swallow the whole hog. 

As our neighber is well versed in alj 
laws having reference to Southern traitors, 
as wellas traders,we beg leave to look at this 
question by the hght of another great con- 
stitutional provision, and establish a parity 
ot seasoning. A part of Article IIL, Sec. 
8, of the Constitution of the United States 
declares that treason against the United 
States shall consist in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort. 
Now, if this were the only definition of 
treason, could not the Southern people, 
the next time they are arraigned before 
the august bar of Cincinnati for treason 
and rebellion, plead that treason consists 
alone in aiding others in making war 
against the government, not in getting up 
a war on their own account and running 
the whole machine themselves? Evident- 
ly, the greater is, in instances of this 
character, plainly included in the lesser. 


The Peril of Aibion. 

Observed from a facetious standpoint, 
the present situation of England is ex- 
tremely comical and affords beundless 
eg for whimsical mirth. There 
is something irresistibly grotesque in the 
uvion of hopeless physical decrepitude and 
inordinate seli—assertion and self-esteem, 
displaying, on this side, rash ebullitions ot 
temper, and on that igaominious compro- 
mises performed with hardly any show of 
real dignity and with nograce at all. 
But, reviewed in a more serious spirit, 
there is something absolutcly depressing 
in the material and mora) deterioration of 
the British lion, which, whilst it points to 
the overthrow of the present British sys 
tem; reminds one of the mutability of all 
things national, the strongest along with 
the weakest, and conveys an admonition 
at the same time that it puts forward a 
plea. Itis. not surprising that a man of 
Mr. MorT.iey’s constitution and habits 
-hould be affected more or less by what he 
saw around him, or that, yielding to its 
influence, he should give scanty satisfac- 
tion to the domimecring genius of his own
